Putting off reductions to ferry 
service sparked a battle at Hali¬ 
fax regional council on Tues¬ 
day. 

Council voted 18-5 to put off 
reducing the ferry service until 


August instead of May 21 — but 
not without a fight. 

Coun. Linda Mosher and 
Coun. Brad Johns argued ser¬ 
vice standards should be the 
same for all communities and 
if bus routes are being cut in 
their areas due to low rider- 
ship, then so should the ferry. 

“Sackville took two ma¬ 
jor hits on two major runs,” 
Johns said. “If there are 
funds available to re-institute 
this, why aren’t there funds 
to reinstitute existing routes in 
Sackville?” 



Ferry service from Halifax 
to Dartmouth was to be cut by 
an hour on weekdays and Sat¬ 
urdays, with the last trip leav¬ 


ing at 10:30 p.m. On Sundays, 
the ferry wouldn’t run until 
11:30 a.m. Woodside’s last mor¬ 
ning route would also be cut 
until the completion of a new 
ferry, all saving Metro Transit 
$423,700 per year. 

Now staff will have the 
time to come up with options 
to keep the full service going. 
A report is due back to council 
mid-June. 

Mosher, upset about a Pur¬ 
cell’s Cove route being slashed, 
said she found it “very suspect”

Council puts 
brakes on free 
transit for seniors 

The vote was split, but 
Halifax regional council 
decided to wait to see the 
impacts of the transit strike 
first before granting seniors 
a free day on the bus. 

Coun. Jerry Blumenthal 
asked for a free transit day 
for seniors (aged 65 and up) 
on Tuesdays in non-peak 
hours starting Aug. 9. 

While several council¬ 
lors agreed it would be 
great for the senior popula¬ 
tion, others didn’t like the 
estimated $300,000 price 
tag. 

Eddie Robar, director of 
Metro Transit, said it would 
cause a deficit in next 
year’s budget and would re¬ 
sult in either an increase in 
tax or a decrease in service. 

Coun. Jennifer Watts 
suggested council wait until 
Metro Transit can compile 
numbers on the impact of 
the transit strike. Robar 
said it would take until the 
end of July to get a good 
understanding of those 
numbers, metro

The East Coast Forensic Hos¬ 
pital will not be conducting a 
psychiatric assessment on the 
patient accused of killing Ray¬ 
mond Taavel while on unsuper¬ 
vised leave from the Burnside 
hospital. 


At an unscheduled court ap¬ 
pearance in Halifax on Tuesday, 
Crown attorney Denise Smith 
said the hospital has declared 
a possible conflict of interest in 
the case of Andre Noel Denny. 

Denny, originally from 
Membertou, was on unsuper¬ 
vised release from the hospital 
when he made his way to Got¬ 
tingen Street on April 18. He 
now faces a second-degree mur¬ 
der charge in the beating death 
of Taavel, a well-known Halifax 
gay rights advocate, who was 
found dead outside of the Menz 
Bar. 

“Because of the involvement 
of their facility and the circum¬ 
stances that led to Mr. Denny’s 




release, and the review that’s 
being undertaken of that cir¬ 
cumstance, they felt it was ap¬ 
propriate that an assessment be 
conducted by an independent 
party,” Smith told reporters out¬ 
side of Halifax provincial court. 

The Crown recommended 
Dr. Hy Bloom, a forensic psych¬ 
iatrist based in Toronto, for the 
job. Denny’s defence lawyer, 
Pavel Boubnov, had no issues 
with the appointment. 

Boubnov said he wasn’t au¬ 
thorized to speak on his client’s 
behalf Tuesday, and declined to 
answer questions from repor¬ 
ters. 

Bringing in an outside 
psychiatrist will inevitably de¬ 



lay the assessment. The crimin¬ 
al code requires an assessment 
to be completed within 60 days 
of the alleged offence.

Hallmark grants are for ma¬ 
jor events that “are associated 
with HRM’s identity, help raise 
its profile globally and pos¬ 
ition it as a place to invest over 
time,” according to a staff re¬ 


port. These events are granted 
hallmark status, but their appli¬ 
cations are reviewed eveiy year. 

The Blue Nose Marathon, 
Halifax Pride, Halifax Pop Ex¬ 
plosion, Atlantic Jazz Festival, 
Atlantic Film Festival and sev¬ 
eral others were authorized to 
receive the $385,000 grant by 
council on Tuesday.

There were no tents and fewer 
drum circles, but Occupy Nova 
Scotia returned to Grand Pa¬ 
rade on Tuesday. 

The occupiers, in conjunc¬ 


tion with the Halifax-Dart¬ 
mouth and District Labour 
Council, held a rally and march 
to mark International Work¬ 
ers’ Day — or May Day during 
the lunch hour. 

A crowd of about 100 people 
gathered in Grand Parade to lis¬ 
ten to speeches and chants be¬ 
fore the march through several 
downtown city streets. 

Kyle Buott, the head of the 
labour council, called May Day 
a “more radical” version of 
Labour Day held on the first 
Monday of September. 

“This is a day that is cele¬ 


brated across the globe,” said 
Buott. “Millions of people to¬ 
day will be rallying, demon¬ 
strating, making art, striking, 
and taking actions to demand 
a more just and compassionate 
world.” 

Labour issues have come 
to the fore in 2012, not just in 


Halifax but across the country. 
Buott said that has something 
to do with the global economy 
slowly emerging from the 2008 
financial crisis. 

“The forces that were set in 
play by the 2008 recession are 
continuing to play themselves 
out,” he said. “And that is a 


branch of austerity capitalism 
that is being implemented by 
government ... that seeks to 
make working people pay for 
the crisis they created.” 

Kelly Eagles, part of Occupy 
N.S., said the group organized 
the event after an international 
call was made from the New 
York and Los Angeles camps. 

“(The rally is) a celebration 
of the fight that they’ve gone 
through, the labour unions, 
that they’ve gone through, and 
how they’ve stood up for cen¬ 
turies against corporations and 
capitalism,” she said. 



Health raises 
could lead to job 
cuts: Dexter 

Premier Darrell Dexter says 
raises for Capital Health 
staff in a new contract 
could result in job cuts in 
the health authority. 

Dexter said the province 
will “support” Capital 
Health’s budget, which 
projected a one per cent 
raise for 3,600 health-care 
workers. 

But the premier warned 
Tuesday the government 
is working with a fixed 
amount of money 

“That’s the reality of 
it,” Dexter told reporters. 
“We are going to support, 
of course, the budget of 
Capital Health ... but 
inevitably there is always 
the possibility that that 
could mean less workers at 
Capital Health.” 

Dexter said the province 
wants to work with both 
the administration and the 
workers to find ways to 
“deliver services more effi¬ 
ciently.” That conversation 
has been ongoing for years 
as the NDP kept district 
health authorities’ budgets 
frozen. 

The Nova Scotia Govern¬ 
ment Employees Union 
Local 42 and Capital Health 
have agreed to send the 
wage in an agreed-upon 
contract last week to bind¬ 
ing arbitration. The prov¬ 
ince expects the raises will 
cost between $3.3 million 
and $4.9 million. 

“I’m simply saying 
we have to deal with the 
reality of fixed-envelope 
budgets,” Dexter said. 

“That means that we have 
to ... take costs out of the 
system. The biggest single 
cost we have, of course, is 
staff.”

Three teens 


Four arrested after 
‘traumatic’ 
experience for 
robbery victims 

One man and three teens 
are facing a long list of 
charges in relation to a rob¬ 
bery in Dartmouth. 

Police were called at 
11 p.m. on Sunday to an 
apartment on Victoria 
Road. They found two 
masked men, one armed 
with a handgun, trying to 
leave the residence. Police 
arrested three men and a 
male youth, and found a 
loaded handgun. 

There were four victims 
inside the apartment at the 
time of the robbery: two 
men and two women. 

One of the women re¬ 
ported to police one of the 
robbery suspects touched 
her in a sexual manner. 
Police said it was traumatic, 
but none of the victims 
were treated for injuries. 

On Tuesday, police an¬ 
nounced that Randall Chan- 
ning Thomas, 24, Justin 
Michael Joseph Smith, 19, 
and Marlceem Vadell Grant, 
18, and a 16-year-old male 
are facing 12 charges each. 

Thomas is facing addi¬ 
tional charges of sexual 
assault and possession 
of stolen property, while 
Smith is looking at one 
additional charge of posses¬ 
sion of stolen property. 

Grant has an additional 
charge of breaching his 
probation.

Navy veteran 


Former Nova Scotia 
lieutenant-governor 
dies at 86 years old 

A former lieutenant-governor 
of Nova Scotia who served as 
a merchant marine during the 
Second World War has died. 

John James Kinley died 
Tuesday at the age of 86. 

The native of Lunenburg 
served as Nova Scotia’s 29th 
lieutenant-governor, holding 
the prestigious position from 
1994 to 2000. 

Kinley held a number of ca¬ 
reers, working as an engineer, 
a businessman and a member 
of the Royal Canadian Navy. 

In 2002, he was appointed 
to the Order of Nova Scotia 
and awarded the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II Golden Jubilee Medal, 
which recognizes outstanding 
contributions to communities 
and Canada. 

In a statement, Nova Scotia 
Premier Darrell Dexter says 
Kinley will be remembered as 
a respected, loving and accom¬ 
plished man.

Province ups student aid

Investment of $5.5 
million means an extra 
$10 a week for some

The province is investing 
over $5 million to bulk up 
Nova Scotia’s student assist¬ 
ance program. 

Labour and Advanced 
Education Minister Marilyn 
More highlighted the $5.5 
million in the 2012-2013 
budget that’s earmarked for 
weekly student assistance on 
Tuesday. 

The investment means 
students receiving the max¬ 
imum amount of assistance 
will receive a $170 weekly al¬ 
lowance. 

Students will also receive 
35 per cent of their assistance 
in the form of non-repayable 
grants, up from 20 per cent a 


few years ago. 

“We listened to the stu¬ 
dent organizations, and 
they were really focused on 
trying to improve unmet 
need, which is the differ¬ 
ence between what they’re 
able to get through the grant 
and the loan, and the actual 
costs,” More said. 

Mark Coffin, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Alliance 
of Nova Scotia Students’ As¬ 
sociations, welcomed the 
news as a “step in the right 
direction.” 

But he noted the increase 
in funding will not keep pace 
with inflation. 

“Since tuitions and other 
costs will continue to rise, 
students will have an increas¬ 
ingly hard time making ends 
meet.” 

But More said the govern¬ 
ment is trying to be 
“balanced” in its 
approach.

The bureaucracy fired back 
Tuesday at Canada’s budget 
watchdog over his sugges¬ 
tion the government kept 
two sets of books on the 
multibillion-dollar purchase 
of new stealth-fighter jets. 

Parliamentary budget 
officer Kevin Page said in 
a weekend radio interview 


that it seemed as if one set 
of books inside the Depart¬ 
ment of National Defence 
contained a higher cost 
estimate for the F-35 fight¬ 
ers while another, lower 
number was presented to 
the public. 

“You do get the sense 
there were different books 
being kept,” Page said. 

A senior Defence official 
said his department kept 
only one set of books.

Judge takes veterans’ side on 
disability-benefit clawbacks 



A Federal Court ruling that 
Ottawa should stop claw¬ 
ing back disability benefits 
from former Canadian Forces 
members is a key legal vic¬ 
tory for some of the countiy’s 
most injured veterans, their 
lawyers say. 

The plaintiffs, who 
launched a class-action law¬ 
suit against the federal gov¬ 
ernment, argued last Nov¬ 
ember that the benefits were 
being unjustly clawed back 
because the payments were 
unfairly deemed as income. 

The lawyers said that vet¬ 
erans’ long-term disability 
benefits were being reduced 
by the amount of their dis¬ 
ability pensions, with some 
of the most gravely injured 
not receiving any of their 
pension. 

In a decision released 
Tuesday, Judge Robert Barnes 
agreed that the monthly Vet¬ 
erans Affairs pensions aren’t 
“income benefits,” and there¬ 
fore can’t be used to offset 
money they are owed. 

“The practical conse¬ 
quences of the claimed offset 
is to substantially reduce or 
to extinguish the long-term 
disability coverage promised 
to members,” Barnes wrote in 
his decision. 

He added this would cre¬ 
ate “a particularly harsh ef¬ 
fect on the most seriously 
disabled Canadian Forces 
members who have been re¬ 
leased from active service.” 

“That is an outcome that 


could not reasonably have 
been intended and I reject it 
unreservedly.” 

Peter Driscoll, a lawyer 
for the veterans, said if Ot¬ 
tawa doesn’t appeal then 
the decision could mean mil¬ 
lions of dollars in retroactive 
compensation for the former 
members of the forces. 

“We’re overjoyed,” Dris¬ 


coll said in a phone interview. 
“We’re pleased the court has 
found the clawbacks we’ve 
complained of are unlawful.” 

The federal government 
did not return an immediate 
request for comment. 

Some veterans say they 
are losing upwards of $3,500 
a month in clawbacks. 

Their lawyers have said 


thousands of veterans are 
being subjected to the same 
practice, putting the cost of 
stopping it and reimbursing 
veterans somewhere between 
$270 million and $320 mil¬ 
lion. 

Driscoll said his clients are 
expecting the money to be 
repaid.

Black to 
come back 
after all 


Surprise move. Feds 
grant temporary- 
resident permit to 
disgraced mogul, 
saying he’s no threat 
to public 


Former media tycoon Con¬ 
rad Black has been granted 
permission to live in Canada 
when he is released from a 
Florida prison Friday after 
serving time for obstruction 
of justice and fraud. 

The Department of Cit¬ 
izenship and Immigration 
has authorized a one-year 
temporary resident permit 
for Black that starts in early 
May, a source confirmed. 

The permit was granted 
on the grounds that he poses 
no threat to the Canadian 
public, a source familiar with 
the matter told the paper. 

The 67-year-old Montreal 
native renounced his Can¬ 
adian citizenship in 2001 
after being offered a peerage 
in Britain’s House of Lords. 
Black’s two convictions make 
him criminally inadmissible 
for residency in Canada. But 
his temporary resident per¬ 
mit circumvents this. 

The permit was granted on 



the grounds that he poses no 
threat to the Canadian pub¬ 
lic, a source familiar with the 
matter said. 

The former head of 
Hollinger International 
media empire has spent 
three-and-a-half years in U.S. 
prisons after being convicted 
of fraud and obstruction of 
justice in 2007. 

Citizenship and Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Jason Kenney, 
asked about Black in Par¬ 
liament, said he had given 
instructions that public ser¬ 
vants would decide on Black’s

Rescuers on Tuesday had re¬ 
covered 103 bodies from a tur¬ 
bulent northeastern river after 
a heavily packed feriy capsized, 
saying they feared that dozens 
of others had been swept by 
the current to neighbouring 
Bangladesh. 

The overloaded feriy over¬ 
turned and broke into two 
pieces in stormy weather late 
Monday. 

Abdul Mazid, a local villa¬ 
ger, was among grieving rela¬ 


tives and survivors gathered on 
the banks of the Brahmaputra 
River in Assam state. 

He had rushed there soon 
after the boat ferrying about 
350 people — including his 
sister — capsized. Some pas¬ 
sengers swam to safety or were 
rescued by villagers, but Mazid 
was still waiting in silence on 
the crowded river bank for 
news of his sister 24 hours 
later. 

Rescuers said they feared 
that the swift-moving currents 
had carried dozens of bodies 
downstream into neighbour¬ 
ing Bangladesh. 

The ferry was a daily service 


that connected several small 
riverside villages and islands to 
the main district town. 

Survivors told television 
channels how the ferry had 
been packed tight with pas¬ 
sengers and cargo, with about 
150 people riding on the ferry’s 
roof. 

Hasnat Ali said that he had 
been on the roof as the ves¬ 
sel headed to shore to dock 
when a storm hit. The feriy 
was tossed about and many of 
those sitting with him were 
thrown off. Some managed to 
swim to shore before the ferry 
was dashed to pieces, he said.

President Barack Obama 
slipped into Afghanistan Tues¬ 
day night on an unannounced 
visit on the anniversaiy of the 
killing of 9-11 mastermind 
Osama bin Laden. Obama 
is signing an agreement ce¬ 
menting a U.S. commitment to 
the nation after the long and 
unpopular war comes to an 
end. 

The partnership spells out 
the U.S. relationship with Af¬ 
ghanistan beyond 2014, cover¬ 
ing security, economics and 
governance. The deal is limited 
in scope and essentially gives 
both sides political cover: Af¬ 
ghanistan gets its sovereignty 
and a promise it won’t be 
abandoned, while the U.S. gets 
to end its combat mission but 
keep a foothold in the country. 


The deal does not commit 
the United States to any specific 
troop presence or spending. But 
it does allow the U.S. to poten¬ 
tially keep troops in Afghan¬ 
istan after the war ends for two 
specific purposes: continued 
training of Afghan forces and 
targeted operations against 
al-Qaida, which is present in 
neighbouring Pakistan but has 
only a nominal presence inside 
Afghanistan. 

Officials have previously 
said as many as 20,000 U.S. 
troops may remain after the 
combat mission ends, but that 
must still be negotiated. The 
United States does promise to 
seek money from Congress 
every year to support Afghan¬ 
istan. Obama is joining Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai to sign 


the agreement that will broadly 
govern the U.S. role in Afghan¬ 
istan after the American com¬ 
bat mission stops at the end of 
2014.

The chief executive of Re¬

I graduated from Ryerson 
University with a Bachelor 
of Journalism degree in 
spring 2010 with the hopes 
of finding a job in the media 
industry.

I realized that the big¬ 
gest obstacle hindering my 
prospects of finding a job was 
my experience. Even though 
I volunteered to write for my 
school outlets, such as The 
Eyeopener and McClung’s 
Magazine, I didn’t get enough 
training and exposure to the 
real world work environment. 

Without wasting my time, 

I researched many compan¬ 
ies online using Twitter, 
Facebook and even YouTube 
to gather insights on which 
industry I should tap into. I 
considered getting an educa¬ 
tion in public relations and 
communications but felt I 


needed some work experi¬ 
ence before I decided if that’s 
something I really wanted to 
get into. 

Nonetheless, I finally got 
my first job at the end of 
2010, where I was a Content 
Writer for a small online com¬ 
pany. This job gave me the 
platform to try and learn new 
things, including SEO market¬ 
ing, social media networking 
and branding. It opened my 
eyes to different career paths I 
could take and I became more 
confident in my job prospects 
as a growing journalist. 

Where I am now 

I recently went back to school 
to pursue a graduate certifi¬ 
cate in Human Resources 
Management but dropped 
out of the program because 
I didn’t feel I was ready to 


change careers just yet. I vol¬ 
unteered for different online 
magazines and networked 
with people in the writing 
and editing industry. 

My recommendations for 
employers, schools and 
career centres 

One thing I highly recom¬ 
mend for employers is to 
look beyond the education 
and look for any transferable 
skills a potential candidate 
may have.

A busy summer lies ahead 
for Halifax Mooseheads gen¬ 
eral manager Cam Russell, 
but the first matter for him 
to deal with is the QMJHL 
expansion draft. 

Russell’s 16-man pro¬ 
tected list is due at the QM- 
JHL’s front office by May 17, 


with remaining players on 
the Mooseheads’ 50-man 
reserve list available for se¬ 
lection by the Sherbrooke 
Phoenix. 

Sherbrooke can select 
two players from each team, 
but no more than one goal- 
tender, in the expansion 
draft on June 6. 

“Our team is going to 
look a little bit different 
after that,” Russell said. “De¬ 
pending on who you lose in 
expansion, you might have 
to go out and replace some¬ 
body. We’ve got a good idea 
what we want to do, but at 
the same time things are 
going to change after expan¬ 
sion.”

slumber. It’s always great to 
once again breathe in its in¬ 
toxicating mixture of gas, old 
leather, and oily metal, re¬ 
acquaint myself with its love¬ 
ly sheet metal, and hear the 
engine cough and spurt be¬ 
fore smoothing out to a satis¬ 
fying low and even rumble.
